Business license session set 
United Fund telethon 


The 
Lompoc 
City 
Council 
has 
scheduled another study session for tne 
proposed 
business license ordinance 
amendments to consider suggestions 
made during a public hearing on the 
matter last night during the regular meet­ 
ing at City Hall. 
Among the major items for discussion 
when the council meets in special sess­ 
ion Oct. 28, 7:30 p.m., in the council 
chambers, will be the suggested increase 
of the exemption for specific persons and 
parttime businesses from $500 to $1,750 
and possible inequities in the proposed 
tax of several small businesses, includ­ 
ing rentals. 
Councilman 
Brooks 
Speight 
and 
several persons in the audience also sug­ 
gested some possible discriminatory as­ 


pects of the amendments which will also 
be discussed. 
Last night's hearing was a continua­ 
tion of the public hearing opened two 
weeks ago when two members of the 
council were absent. Two members were 
absent last night also, including Richard 
Jacoby who came in late after being out 
of town on city business. 
City Attorney Jim Longtin previously 
informed the council that the public 
hearings could procede providing the ab­ 
sent members take it upon themselves 
to study the tapes of those sessions 
they miss. Mayor Robert MacClure also 
was not present last night. 
Several persons, including Speight, 
objected to the increase in the exempt­ 
ion. it was suggested that any person 


making as much as $1,750 would be tak­ 
ing considerable business away from a 
regular business paying the minimum 
$30 a year fee. 
Longtin said the exemption was mainly 
for the unusual business, such as hobby­ 
ists and artists and that persons over 65 
were included because their social sec­ 
urity exemption is set at $1,750 and per­ 
sons under 18 were included for conven­ 
ience. 
Speaking from the audience John Car- 
gasacchi told the countil he considered 
the minimum tax of $30 for rental 
units as few as three was much to 
high considering the small income de­ 
rived from just three rentals. 
Cargasacchi proposed a per unit fee 
of “ perhaps $5" rather than the sug­ 


gested flat rate. He said he was not 
speaking for himself, that his proposal 
would probably cost him more, but he 
was speaking on behalf of those per­ 
sons with a small number of rentals. 
Several suggested discrimination was 
being shown local businessmen because 
the fee for out of town persons doing 
business in Lompoc was not higher. 
Longtin explained that the city could 
not legally increase the rates on out 
of town persons. He said although some 
cities do it, whenever their law is ques­ 
tioned, it does not stand up in court. 


The council made no decisions on 
the comments and suggestions, but de­ 
cided to hold the study session to dis­ 
cuss them further. 
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House leader predicts 
better Viet situation 


WASHINGTON (UPI)— House Republi­ 
can Leader Gerald R. Ford predicted 
today the situation in Vietnam will im­ 
prove so much in the coming months 
that Congress next year can begin con­ 
sidering abolishing the draft. 
Ford decided to go into specifics but 
added to the current mood of optimism 
on Capitol Hill about the war, saying: 
“ We're going to have a substantially 
lessened 
military 
responsibility in 
1970." 
Meeting with reporters to discuss 
President Nixon's draft lottery proposal, 
Ford said the day is near when Congress 
can seriously think about scrapping con­ 
scription altogether in favor of an all- 
volunteer Army as envisioned by Nixon. 
He said he was basing his prediction 
on “ further progress" toward ending 
the Vietnam War and a resultant reduc­ 
tion in the need for troops. 
“ I happen to believe you're going to 
see continued substantial improvement 
in the situation in Vietnam," Ford said. 
Currently there are about 3.5 million 
men under arms in the U.S. military 
services. Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird has already announced plans to 
scale that figure down to 3.2 million. 
Ford said an all-volunteer army could 
come into being when a 2.6 million level 
is reached. 


Ford’s statements came on the heels 
of optimistic observations Tuesday by 
several lawmakers, including the dean of 
Senate Republicans, Sen. George D. Aik­ 
en of Vermont who said he believed all 
American combat forces would be re­ 
moved from Vietnam by the end of next 
year. 
The draft lottery plan is scheduled for 
House action Friday or early next week. 
It will be considered under strict par­ 
liamentary ground rules that prevent any 
other amendments-to the draft laws. 
In the Senate, Sen. George S. Mc­ 
Govern, D-S.C., 
today 
accused Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew of making 
“ undignified attacks on millions 
of 
Americans" 
in 
a weekend 
speech 
criticizing participants in last week’s 
Vietnam Moratorium. 
The White House said Agnew was 
“ speaking his personal feelings" in New 
Orleans, La., Sunday night when he said 
the Oct. 15 demonstrations were the 
work of “ an effete crops of impudent 
snobs" who “ prefer to side with an 
enemy aggressor rather than side by 
this free nation." 
However, the White House would not 
say whether Agnew reflected President 
Nixon’s feelings. 
In a tough Senate speech, McGovern 
said Agnew with full approval from the 


President was “ making a deliberate and 
cynical effort to arouse contempt for the 
college students of American." 
McGovern said he resented “ these 
undiginfied attacks upon millions 
of 
Americans 
whose 
intelligence 
and 
patriotism are insulted." 
He said Agnew had demonstrated “ ig­ 
norance, both of the struggle in Viet­ 
nam and the political process in Am­ 
erica." 
“ If Mr. Agnew’s speech is a measure 
of this administration’s mental and mor­ 
al sensitivity, God help America," Mc­ 
Govern said. 
“ Before the moratorium even took 
place, he referred to it as ‘absurd.’ 
What is absurd is the thought of Spiro 
Agnew enunciating policy for the most 
powerful nation in the modern world." 
Presidential press secretary Ronald 
Ziegler said Agnew’s remarks were 
not cleared with the White House. Zie­ 
gler did say, however, that the White 
House was aware of Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers’ remarks in New 
York Monday night. And the State De­ 
partment 
strongly 
implied 
Rogers’ 
speech was more representative of ad­ 
ministration views than Agnew’s. 
Rogers said in his speech the admin- 
istration “ listened with respect" to op­ 
ponents of the Vietnam War. 


“ In the process of protecting the pub­ 
lic however, we’ve found that just look­ 
ing 
a man us isn't the answer— he 
usually finds his way back to,prison." 
Kenton hints that he will expand the

The County Board of Equalization au­ 
thorized property tax assessment reduc­ 
tions Tuesday in 10 of 15 appeals cases 
totalling more than $913,000 in market 
value on property in Lompoc Valley and 
other county areas. 
Those winning reductions include: 
-Ralph T. Lewis, 315 E. Ocean Ave., 
for his property on Santa Rita Road, 
reduced from $209,800 market value to 
$173,500. 
Lewis claimed the property was over- 
assessed 25 per cent on the basis of 
comparable sales. The board voted 2-1 
on a motion by Supervisor Daniel G. 
Grant with Board Chairman Francis H. 
Beattie seconding the motion. Opposed 
was Supervisor Joe J. Callahan. Super­ 
visors Curtis Tunnell and George H. 
Clyde were momentarily absent from 
the hearing room as the vote was taken. 
Lewis is the brother of County Clerk 
J.E, Lewis. 
Observers pointed to the Lewis case 
vote as being highly unusual. 
Beattie as board chairman seconded 
the motion but only after getting a leg­ 
al opinion from Assistant County Coun- 


sel Dana Smith, advising him he could (to 
so. Otherwise Grant’s motion for a re­ 
duction would have died for lack of a 
second. 


The Lewis property was described as 
being in the area of proposed Lompoc 
Dam and Reservoir. 


Irma L. Wilson won a reduction from 
$223,000 to $212,000 market value for 
her ranch property in Lompoc Valley. 
Attorney Eugene Huseman represented 
both Lewis and Mrs. Wilson.

Killer talks 
to attorney 
onTVshow 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A man who 
said he was Northern California’s “Zo­ 
diac killer’’ of five persons talked with a 
San Francisco attorney by telephone 
while television viewers listened in. 
Attorney Melvin Belli also talked with 
the man on another, private line, then 
said he had arranged to meet with him. 
Police said they had no way of knowing 
whether the man was “Zodiac," who has 
boasted in notes of five killings in the 
San Francisco Bay area in the last 
nine months. But they said they did not 
consider the caller a prankster. 
The caller first called a police sta­ 
tion at 2 a.m. and said he wanted to get 
in touch with either Belli, the attorney 
who once defended Jack Ruby in Dallas, 
or Boston lawyer F. Lee Bailey. He ask­ 
ed that one ofthembeonthe morning talk 
show of disc jockey Jim Dunbar on KGO- 
TV. 


Police contacted Belli, who went to 
the studio. The man, who said his name 
was “Sam," called shortly after 7 a.m. 
and said he was the “Zodiac killer." 
He 
hung up 
immediately, but call­ 
ed back a total of 12 more times. While 
Belli and Jim Dunbar, host of the show, 
pleaded with him to give himself up, 
the caller said he suffered from recur­ 
ring headaches and impulses to kill. 
Finally, the caller agreed to have 
Belli go to the San Francisco district 
attorney’s office to see if prosecutors 
would assure him they would not ask for 
the death penalty. 


Belli said that in another call off 
camera, the man had agreed to meet him 
at a secret location after the conference 
with the district attorney. 
San Francisco Police Capt. Martin 
Lee, watching the program, said he did 
not believe the caller was a prankster. 
“It is a person with a mental prob­ 
lem ," he said. “ I don't know if it is 
the one we want." “Zodiac," object of 
one of the most intense manhunts in the 
history of the San Francisco Bay area, 
has claimed in notes to police and 
newspapers he is responsible for five 
murders over the last nine months. His 
most recent note to police threatened to 
ambush a school bus. 


“ I want help," the caller told Belli at 
one point. “ Meet me at the top of the 
Fairmont Hotel, without anybody else." 
Then he hung up. 
A few minutes later, he called back 
again. 
“What will they do to me?" he said. 
“ I don't want to go to the gas cham­ 
ber. . . I have headaches. 
“ You need help, you need somebody," 
Belli said. 
“Now is the time to do 
something." 
Belli and Dunbar repeatedly assured 
the caller that his calls were not being 
traced. 
As Belli offered to call the district 
attorney to see if he could assure the 
man he would not go to the gas chamber, 
the caller hung up again. 
Police had set up a “ hot line" Tues­ 
day among the three counties where the 
five killings occurred to exchange tips 
and leads. 


Capt. Lee also said that ballistics 
tests had proven that a different wea­ 
pon was used in each of four “Zodiac" 
gunshot murders. A knife was used in the 
fifth killing for which “Zodiac" has 
taken credit. 
Lee said the illusive killer used: 
-A .22-caliber pistol to kill David 
Faraday, 17, and Betty Lou Jensen, 16, 
in a lovers lane near Vallejo last Dec 
20 . 
-A 9-mm pistol to kill Darleen Fer- 
rin 22, and wound Michael Mageau, 19, 
near Vallejo last July 5. 
-A knife in the Sept. 27 attack near 
Lake Berryessa in Napa County which 
killed Cecilia Ann Shepard, 22, and ser­ 
iously injured her companion, Bryan 
Hartnell, 20. 
-And another 9-mm pistol in the slay­ 
ing of a cab driver Paul Stine, 29, in 
San Francisco Oct. 11.

New FCI warden arrives

Frank F. Kenton worked briefly for 
a newspaper, spent a year in the U.S. 
Department of Commerce and finally 
entered law enforcement with the U.S. 
Bureau of Prisons in 1941. 
Last week he took over as warden 
of Federal Correctional Institution north 
of Lompoc. 
Kenton is 56 years old, married and 
the father of three grown sons. 
He has worked at the Federal Prison 
in Lewisburg, Pa., the Federal Correc­ 
tional Headquarters in New York City, 
The National Training School for Boys 
in Wash., D.C., the Medical Center for 
Federal Prisons in Springfield, Mo., 
and most recently in the Federal Cor­ 
rectional Institution in Danbury, Conn. 
Kenton was born in New York City 
and educated in local schools, the City 
University of New York and New York 
University. He majored in sociology, 
psychology and criminology and has lec­ 
tured widely in a combination of these 
subjects based on his experiences in 
penology. 
Kenton is a large man with a friend­ 
ly face and a precise and direct way of 
looking at the facts of prison life. Prison 
Is prison, but there are different ways 
of looking at the subject. 
Kenton doesn’t go along with the recent 
criticism leveled at some of the nation’s 
prisons. But he lias his own approach 
to the whole subject. He feels that the 
public will respond generously with funds 
that may be needed to update prison 
facilities if they are properly informed. 
California, he feels has avoided some 
of the most flagrant examples of bad 
prison publicity and he wants to keep 
it that way. 
His feelings are based in his con­ 
fidence that a prisoner will respond 
favorably to humane treatment. “ It’s 
our belief that teaching them a trade 
and giving them understanding and tol­ 
erance where it’s merited, holds out 
the best assurance of a prisoner stay­ 
ing out of jail and becoming a law abid­ 
ing citizen— the chances are increased 
tremendously." 
Kenton favors the federal policy of 
work furloughs for qualified prisoners- 
“ If you give an inmate a piece of ac­ 
tion, he'll respond favorably." Under 
the system an Inmate is permitted to 
work at a job outside the prison con­ 
finement during the latter part of his 
term. 


“ We exercise the greatest selectiv­ 
ity and judicious thinking before we let 
a man out. I would like to tell the whole 
community that essentially everybody 
in the community is our boss. We’re 
in the public domain to serve. We’re 
hired by them to do a job and the pub­ 
lic has a right to protection and a high 
degree of responsibility and they’re 
going to get it.

SCIENTISi AND ENGINEERS of McDonnell Douglas Astro­ 
nautics Company are producing a conceptual design of a 50- 
man space base for the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration’s Marshall Space Flight Center. Space base, 
such as shown in artist’s drawing, would be made up of 
specialized modules assembled in low earth orbit in the late 
1970s and early 1980s. NASA selected McDonnell Douglas and 


another firm to receive contracts for preliminary design 
and planning of a 12-man earth-orbital space station, as well 
as for the conceptual design of the space base. Space station 
could reach flight status in the mid - 1970s and would be 
the initial element of the space base. Study also includes 
logistic systems, such as advanced space shuttles. 


Planning imperative for large space station 


Detailed operations planning 
now is imperative for the suc­ 
cessful development of a design 
for a 
iarge national space 
station for the mid-1970s, a 
McDonnell Douglas Astronaut­ 
ics Coinapny (MDAC) engineer 
said today. 
The requirements for such 
an orbiting complex, with its 
associated scientific modules, 
were outlined in a paper by 
Fritz C. Runge, MDAC pro­ 
gram manager, advance space 
stations, presented at the annual 
meeting of the American Insti­ 
tute of Aeronautics and Astro­ 
nautics here. 
' • A 12-man space station could 
be placed in orbit by a Saturn 
V derivative vehicle in 1975, 
Runge said. Shuttle vehicles 
of 
an 
advanced lifting body 
configuration, he said, could 
ferry the crew to the orbit­ 
ing complex, if the current rate 
of technological progress con­ 
tinues. 
"In three to five years,” 
Runge said, "this 12-man space 
station could grow into a 50- 
man space base by the addi­ 
tion of essentially 
duplicate 
modules to the original one. 
As many as five modules with 
different types of experiemnts 
aboard could be clustered to 
form such a space base travel­ 
ing about the earth in a cir­ 
cular 250-nautical mile path. 
Each module would be a 5- 
floor structure, 33 feet in dia­ 
meter and 40 feet in length.” 
The McDonnell Douglas en­ 
gineer said each basic module 
would 
be 
orbited 
fully 
instrumented for the wide var­ 
iety of experiments to be con­ 
ducted, including pure science, 
technology and earth applica­ 
tions and even special materials 
production. As an example of 
such production, Runge cited 
the possibility that vaccine can 
be grown faster in the zero 
gravity of space, thus provid­ 
ing a quicker reaction capability 
to counter epidemics on earth. 
"Among the many free-flying 
and attached modules that would 
operate with the station, several 
would be devoted to astronomy, 
space sciences and materials 
processing,” 
Runge 
said. 
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"Others would concentrate on 
such earth applications as met­ 
eorology, marine life, hydro­ 
logy. geology, air and water 
pollution, crop disease and re­ 
lated global matters.” 
He 
said 
the space base 
would serve as the control cen­ 
ter for the free-flying modules, 
which would maintain a sep­ 
arate orbit because of effluent 
and 
vibration problems that 
might affect the experiments if 
the modules were attached to 
the space station. 


These 
unmanned modules 
could be docked to the central 
base bv remote control when 
necessary. During free flight, 
they would be fully automatic 


and programmed to carry out 
their scientific investigations, 
Runge said. 
Retrieval of 
or repairs to 
these free-flying experiments, 
Runge said, also could be made 
from the parent space base by 
means of the logistics craft, 
in a space-tug-mode. 


Scientists could be shuttled 
to the space base for a month 
or so to conduct experiments 
and then return to earth, he 
pointed out. To help such visi­ 
tors not trained to withstand 
the effects prolonged expos­ 
ure to weightlessness, portions 
of the base could be rotated 
around a central core to pro­ 
vide an artificial gravity. 


Six 
months would be the 
maximum 
time a crewman 
would remain in the space base, 
he said. On-board electrical 
power would be developed eith­ 
er through large solar panels 
or, if technology permits, by 
nuclear power. 
"Detailed 
design planning 
now for flexibility in the ac­ 
comodations for docking ports, 
interior layouts, utility inter­ 
connects and scientific sensor 
viewing freedom will result in 
an efficient space base opera­ 
tion,” Runge said. "Autonomy 
also is a key objective for the 
space base to reduce the level 
of costly ground support opera­ 
tions 
during the five-to-ten 
years of flight being planned.

Reagan, speaking Tuesday at 
the 5th annual Michigan Repub­ 
lican legislator’s $100-a-plate 
dinner, said the Moratorium 
"was a moratorium on free 
speech and discussion of all 
sides 
of 
the 
issue. 
The 
organizers took care of that.” 
The dinner was attended by 
1,500 
GOP faithful. Among 
those at the head table with 
Reagan were Rep. Don Riegle 
Jr., R-Mich., who spoke before

Two-Pack Smoker Burned Up 
Over Anticigarette Campaign 


Deadline for filing contribution return

W ASHINGTON-1N E A ) - 
Robert T. Rees, a two-pack- 
a-day man. has gotten so 
nervous listening to all the 
public service com m ercials 
which tell 
how 
dangerous 
cigarette smoking is that he 
has decided to do something 
about it. 
He has decided to stop the 
com m ercials. 
Rees, a r e t i r e d public- 
relations man from Spring­ 
field, 111., has f o r m e d a 
group c a l l e d Society of 
Smokers <SOS). which has 
as its structural premise the 
belief that people should be 
able to puff in peace. 


To this end, 
Rees 
feels 
that ‘ incessant, exaggerated 
and oversaturated antism ok­ 
ing com m ercials" should be 
banished from the land 


“Think 
of it," 
he 
said, 
while in Washington to push 
his campaign with congress­ 
men. 
"you can ’t 
light 
up 
any more without reading, 
or seeing or hearing about 
what a fool you are for it. 
It’s on the package, it's on 
the radio, it’s on the tele­ 
vision. 
It insinuates you’re 
going to get everything from 
dandruff to dead. 
I for one 
am really sick of it. 
And I 
think a lot of other people 
are, too." 


Perhaps so. Estim ates are 
that some 60 million Am eri­ 
cans smoke on a 
regular 
basis, the m ajority of them 
exposed to numerous anti­ 
smoking com m ercials every 
day. 
And both the tobacco 
and communications indus­ 
tries have gotten increasing 
complaints that, as one writ­ 
ing critic puts it: “ It’s got­ 
ten to the point where, if I 
indulge during family view­ 
ing, my kids look at me as 
if I’ve just killed Smokey 
the B ea r." 


For its part, Robert R ees’ 
Society of Smokers < m em ­ 
bership: “a b o u t 2,000 so 
far ") has no real quarrel 
with the obvious truth that 
frequent or heavy smoking 
may be hazardous to indi­ 
vidual health. 
“We’re the first to admit 
this." says Rees. 
“ Every­ 
body 
knows 
it causes, 
at 
least, a shortness of breath 
So SOS is not trying to sell 
c a n c e r or anything. 
We 
constantly urge moderation 
in the habit." 
B u t: 
“The thing that gripes me 
is 
that 
the 
com m ercials 
broadly hint that anybody 
who smokes is going to fall 
down dead. 
And this innu­ 
endo is just not supported at 
all by any reliable facts—on 
either side of the argument. 
So, to us, it represents false 
advertisem ent." 
Moreover: 
“ It also represents an in­ 
fringement 
on 
p e o p l e ’ s 
rights. I mean, after all. the 
Constitution guarantees each 
of us the right to privacy. 
And what kind of privacy is 
it when a man is continually 
bombarded with intimidation 


and mockery—especially in 
his own living room ?" 
And another thing: 
‘ When it comes right down 
to 
it. 
it’s 
nothing 
more 
than a scare campaign. The 
com m ercials never give any 
specifics, they just insinuate 
things l i k e , if-you-smoke- 
your-son-w ill-imitate-you-and 
someday-heTl-die-too. P e r ­ 
sonally, I don’t understand 
how this is perm itted." 
But permitted it is. says 
Rees, and in fact growingly 
so. Rees says consideration 
is currently being given a 
proposal that would force the 
printed media—as well as 
the 
electronic 
system s—to 
publish regular and continu­ 
ing warnings on the effect of 
smoking tobacco. 
Rees says there is some 
opposition to this expansion. 
His own group, of course, 
which is petitioning newspa­ 
pers, congressmen and gov­ 
ernment agencies to block 
the move. 
And the tobacco 
lobbyists. 
But, Rees adds, it may be 
a losing battle: 
"The tobacco industry is 
always suspect, because it is 
a self-interest group. 
And 


as for my own organization, 
we can ’t do much. We’re not 
very big and I suppose most 
officials consider us kooks.” 
Still, there is one hope: 
“ If the 
smokers 
of the 
country spoke up, they’d be 
heard. 
They spend some­ 
thing like $1.7 billion a year 
in tobacco taxes. 
And that 
might 
give 
t h e m 
a 
big 
enough v o i c e to stop the 
whole antismoking plot.” 


Otherwise: 


" If it isn’t stopped, who 
knows what will happen. We 
may get warnings on just 
about everything. 
On auto­ 
mobiles. on kitchen knives, 
on the cholesterol in bottled 
milk. I evefo hear chocolate 
is under scrutiny. So maybe 
the candy bar com m ercials 
should carry skull and cross- 
bones. too."

Oil Slick Stained Industry's Image

SANTA BARBARA, Calif. 
—(NEA)—On Jan. 28, 1969, 
Well No. 5 on Union Oil 
C o m p a n y of California’s 
Platform A, five and one- 
half miles off the coast from 
Santa B arbara, went out of 
control. 
G reat bubbles of natural 
gas and crude oil erupted 
from 
the 
ocean’s 
surface 
close by the platform , a 150- 
foot-tall structure standing 
on steel legs reaching 190 
feet down to the ocean floor. 
Those bubbles grew into a 
m assive blob which contam i­ 
nated 800 square miles of 
ocean, covered Santa B ar­ 
bara H arbor and affected a 
layer on approxim ately 50 
miles of beaches. 
Today, after 10 mo n t - h s 
and the expenditure of im ­ 
m ense effort and some $5 
million by Union Oil and its 
three co-leasees on federal 
lease Block 402 in Santa B ar­ 
bara Channel, the contam i­ 
nation has been all but halted 
and the beaches and harbor 
restored. But if the concern 
of the nation has subsided, 
that of Santa B arbarans cer­ 
tainly has not. The stain left 
on the im age of the oil indus­ 
try rem ains as black as ever. 
What 
actually 
happened 
on that fateful day, as far as 
men have been able to as­ 
certain, is this: 
Platform A, operated by 
Union 
in consortium 
with 
Gulf, T e x a c o and Mobil, 
straddles a thick reservoir of 
oil underlying the channel at 
this point, from 250 to 3,500 
feet below the ocean floor. 
O r d i n a r i l y in offshore 
drilling, wells are lined with 
steel and concrete casing to

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a depth of 500 to 1,000 feet. 
But to develop the shallow 
stratum, casing for Well No. 
5 had been terminated at 239 
feet, with the full approval 
of the U.S. Geological Sur­ 
vey, which supervises off­ 
shore drilling in federal wa­ 
ters. 
Drilling was continued to­ 
ward the deep pool. Geolo­ 
gists were aware that the 
hole would penetrate under­ 
sea faults, but did not be­ 
lieve there was any danger 
that the faults would or could 
vent to the ocean floor. 
But Jan. 28, oil and gas in 
the lower stratum, under the 
pressure of 1,472 pounds to 
the square inch, let loose, 
surged past the drill string, 
entered the sands near the 
ocean floor and forced an 
outlet into the water of the 
channel.

Lompoc Braves brothers Nel­ 
son and Jim Carter are in the 
process of writing their own 
pages in the annuals of Lompoc 
football history. 
The i wo, who have been al­ 
ternating with 
each other tak­ 
ing single game rushing honors 
were holding down the third 
and fourth slots on the all-time 
single game rushing column for 
Lompoc.

Easy to Shed M ate 
In the Golden State 


By DIC K KLEINER

LOS ANGELES—(N EA )— Go West, young lady. And get 
yourself a divorce. 
Eeginning Jan. 1, it will be as easy as pie to get a divorce 
in California. The Golden State has a new law—officially, 
the Fam ily Law Act—which will m ake California probabiy 
the easiest state in the union in which to shed a m ate. 
“ It will be alm ost im possible,” says fam ed divorce 
law yer Marvin M. Mitchelson, “ not to get a divorce here.” 
There will be only two acceptable grounds for getting a 
dissolution—the new law even changes the wording, and 
the term “ divorce” is out—after the first of 1970. 
One is “ incurable insanity.” 
The other is “ irreconcilable differences." 
As Mitchelson says, who hasn’t got irreconcilable dif­ 
ferences? It is, as he puts it, “ a catch-all” for anything 
you want to say. It will be virtually im possible to disprove. 
The point of the new law, which has been signed by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan «himself a divorced m an), is to elim inate 
the bitterness which has m arked m any sensational divorce 
trials. But Mitchelson doesn’t think it will do that. 
He points out that the m ajority of divorce cases—nine 
out of 10—are settled out of court anyhow. The one in 10 
that does reach court is usually a custody case or one in 
which the division of a large am ount of property is the 
issue. And these, he thinks, will be fought just as bitterly 
in the future. 
Mitchelson has handled many of them . He had a hand in 
the Groucho Marx case, in which a $6 million assortm ent 
of property was bisected. And he feels that this kind of 
thing will continue, with just as much bitterness and 
acrim ony as ever. 
But, for the average nonloaded man and woman, the new 
law m akes it all a cinch. The waiting period, from the 
interlocutory decree to the final decree, has been cut from 
one year to six months. A woman can come to California, 
start a separate m aintenance action im m ediately (no resi­ 
dency is required for that), and then turn it into a divorce, 
or dissolution, action later. 
The new law also changes some other things, too. In 
m any ways, it helps the man in the case. It m akes it a 
little harder for a wife to get alim ony—the court m ust now 
take more into consideration—the wife’s earning capacity. 
The new law will also result, when a m arriage ends, in 
an alm ost autom atic 50-50 division of property. Heretofore, 
courts have frequently aw arded more than half to the wife! 
leaving the husband with the short end of the financial 
stick. 
But Mitchelson feels the wording of the new law will 
m ake it possible for wives to play around m ore during a 
m arriage, without the risk of divorce-tim e disappointm ent. 
Under the existing law, the court took into consideration, 
when divvying up the property, the m oral behavior of the 
two parties. The well-behaved partner did better. The 
object of all divorce trials was to prove you were saintly 
and the other partner was im m oral, and you walked out 
with more than half the property. 
“ But on Jan. 1,” Mitchelson says, “ the 50-50 split is 
virtually autom atic. So a wife can have all the affairs she 
w ants, knowing that she has that security.” 
The law. like all new law s, will tak e aw hile to shake 
down. C alifornia’s divorce law yers are cu rren tly going 
through a 10-week course to acquaint them w ith the law ’s 
30.000 w ords. But even th a t will be inadequate. 
“ This law is setting a precedent.” Mitchelson says. “ And 
it will have td be modified as tim e goes on. I’m sure it will 
be tested in the state Suprem e Court, perhaps even the 
federal Suprem e Court. We’ll have to learn, through ex­ 
perience, how to live with it.” 
The one thing that rem ains to be seen is how the doctrine 
of “ irreconcilable differences” is applied. If the court 
chooses to accept, sim ply, one p artn e r’s word for it, there 
will be nothing to it. But the courts m ay want to know the 
details of those differences. 
“ If that happens,” Mitchelson says, “ w e’ll still have sen­ 
sationalism and bitterness. After all. if a husband catches 
his wife with another m an. that ought to be an irrecon­ 
cilable difference.”

Teague supports bill 
before House committee 


Congressman Charles 
M. 
Teague (R., Ojai) made a state­ 
ment before the House Commit­ 
tee on the Judiciary which is 
now holding hearings on various 
anti-obscenity measures. 
In April of this year Con­ 
gressman 
Teague introduced 
HR 11050, which, if enacted, 
would prohibit the dissemina­ 
tion through interstate comm­ 
erce or through the mails of 
m aterial harmful to persons 
under the age of 18 years and 
which would restrict the ex­ 
hibition of movies .or other 
publications of an obscene na­ 
ture to such persons. 
In his statement before the 
Judicary Committee members, 
Mr. Teague urged the Com­ 
mittee to enact legislation that 
contains stronger wording than 
the bill which he originally was 
introduced. The Congressman 
stated “ My bill is not as strong 
as it should be because it was 
designed to accomodate the re­ 
cent Supreme Court actions in 
this area. I, and I am sure most 
of you sitting on this Subcomm­ 
ittee, want legislation which can 
withstand Constitutional tests 
in the Supreme Court. In the 
past we have obviously not been 
able to have our cake and eat it 
too; that is to say we have not 
been avle to enact stronger anti­ 
obscenity m easures and then 
have them upheld at the Supreme 
Court level.“ 
In elaborating on that aspect 
of his testimony, the Republican 
from Ojai went on to say, “ That 
is why I originally introduced a 
mile measure which I felt would 
at least arrest to some degree 
the distribution of such material 
and the availability of that mat­ 
erial to our youth. I 
wanted 
some type of legislation which 
has a cfiance of being sustain­ 
ed in a Constitutional test at 
the Supreme Court. However, 
now that the composition of the 
court is in transition, I am 
not 
altogether 
sure that 
a 


stronger measure, that is a 
measure more restrictive than 
mine, would be struck down by 
the present court. Therefore, 
I would encourage this Sub­ 
committee to pass on an anti­ 
obscenity 
measure, but one 
which is tougher than my initial 
bill. 
Savings 
Bond sales 


Santa BarbaraCountySavings 
Bonds Chairman, William K. 
Serumgard, has disclosed lat­ 
est county and state sales fig­ 
ures for Savings Bonds in the 
month of September and for 
the year to date.

The Senate has voted to authorize the U.S. Treasury to 
mint 300 million $1 coins bearing the likeness of the late 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower. The coins would have 
40 per cent silver content, like the current Kennedy 50-cent 
piece. 
On the other side of the Capitol, the House has voted for 
the Eisenhower dollar, but its version would be a nonsilver, 
nickel-clad copper coin like quarters and dimes minted 
since 1965, 
The matter must now be resolved by conference between 
the two chambers. 
Senators and representatives from

silver-producing states argue that a nonsilver coin would 
be beneath the dignitv of such a great president. Others 
counter that the greatest president of all is on the lowly 
copper 1-cent piece. 
The issue seems to boil down to this: 
Does Congress want a new silver $1 coin which will 
immediately disappear into private collections and, like 
the Kennedy half, be rarely seen and even more rarely 
spent? 
Or does it want a new $1 coin that will be a common and 
useful medium of exchange? 


110 new cities 


In the next 30 years, some 100 mil­ 
lion more Americans are expected to be 
added to this country’s population. 
At 
least one important urbanologist thinks 
that building places for them to live 
can be made as exciting as going to 
the moon. 
Tliis expert, who cannot be named, 
assumes that most of the urban-sub- 
urban growth needed to accommodate this 
50 per cent increase in numbers of peo­ 
ple will occur in and around existing 
cities. By the old 1960 census, we 
have 130 cities of 100,000 population 
or more and the total, of course, will 
rise after the 1970 census. 
As for perhaps a fifth of that ex­ 
pected increase (20 million), this ur­ 
banologist agrees with a report of the 
National Committee on Urban Growth 
Policy which contends they ought to be 
put in some 110 totally new cities. 
The committee's id­ 
ea is that we ought 
to have 10 new cities 
of 100,000 each. One 
calculation suggests 
j 


a web of dissatisfactions. The general 
quality of living is found seriously want­ 
ing, and millions evidently can see no iq* 
lift. 
Obviously no one can be sure that peo­ 
ple would respond with fresh spirit to 
such a suggested goal as “ 110 new cities 
in 30 years." But the quoted urbanolcv 
gist believes they would. 
He believes the task is so monumeiv 
tal it could enlist all the energies and 
drives of millions currently consumed in 
grumblings of discontent. 
To make a city-building program asort 
of earth bound “ going to the moon," he 
adds it would have to be dramatically 
led from the White House on down, 
foeled by immense resources and organ­ 
ized as no U.S. program has ever been 
before. 
Foreseen is an operation much like 


that prevailing in today's military es­ 
tablishment, with fédéral funds channeled 
into thousands of private companies com­ 
mitted to key parts of the big task. 
There would be need for the best of 
modern management techniques, with 
perhaps huge state development corpora 
tions dealing with broad-gauge organiza­ 
tional clusters which would plan every 
phase of new-city building, community 
by community, and contract for the great 
volume of work to be done. 


As so often recently, the NASA space 
program is held up as a model. And, 
again, NASA's own people — and the 
private aerospace engineers »arebeing 
thought of as vital contributors. 
“ They're not turned on by human re­ 
lations, but we need them," says the 
urbanologist. “ They're builders."

To get some indie- 
ation of the 
scope 
of this plan, we need 
to remember that in the 1960 census we

100 million people evidently are going 
to be with us come the year 2000, and 
we obviously have to find some place to 
put them.

Thousands 
gathered in city hall plaza for coffee, 
doughnuts, rock-and-roll music and rip- 
snorting speech by the mayor.

Recently, when a Look 
magazine article list­ 
ed 
past Alioto law 
clients as Mafia fig­ 
ures, 
the 
pundits

future. The 
smiling confidence he 
radiates to day grows 
out of his belief that the Look article 
and his indignant 
response to what he 
claimed was “guilt by association" has 
been a positive benefit. 
He is talking about winning not only 
the primary fight he will have with the 
state’s 
most conspicuous Democratic 
candidate for the governorship, 
Jess 
Unruh, but going on from there to de­ 
feat the Republican champ, Ronald Rea­ 
gan. This may be sheer operative bra­ 
vura. But, as the mayor zeroes in on 
what he considers the vulnerable points 
of both Unruh and Reagan, the confidence 
of this bold, 
ambitious 
man who took 
off from Fisherman’s 
Wharf and his 
Sicilian - born father’s fish business 
cannot be discounted. 
Next year will be, politically speak­ 
ing for this most populous and most rap­ 
idly growing state, the year of the tiger. 
It could be a test of whether the theatri­ 
cal - television image types are to be 
the wave of the future not only in Cali­ 
fornia but nationwide. For in 1970 two 
such types will be on the Republican 
ticket. 
To the surprise of practically no one, 
Sen. George Murphy 
announced in Los 
Angeles that he intends to run for re- 
election. 
A song-and-dance man in the 
heyday of filmdom, Murphy in a number 
of pictures played Shirley Temple’s fath­ 
er. Now that Shirley is a member of the 
United States delegation to the United 
Nations, having been defeated for a seat 
in the House, the theatrical trio is front 
and center on the Republican stage. 
Reagan is indelibly stamped on the pub­ 
lic mind as the hero of all those tv wes­ 
terns. 
Murphy, at 67, still suffers a slight 
voice impairment from a serious throat 
operation. Until the last minute the hope 
was cherished within the Nixon adminis­ 
tration that Murphy would decide on re­ 
tirement and perhaps a comfortable am­ 
bassadorship. That would have opened 
the way for young, attractive Robert 
Finch to run for the Senate seat and there­ 
by escape the rigors of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare that push him so hard. 
But Reagan and the handful of very 
wealthy men who are his backers rule 
the party in California. If Murphy want­ 
ed to run, then Murphy would run. Finch 
came to Murphy's big kick-off dinner in 
Los Angeles to praise with glowing 
rhetoric 
the senator's service to the 
nation, the state and President Nixon. 
For the Democrats to pump up confi­ 
dence takes considerable doing. The 
party is divided and in disarray. Until 
late in the 1968 presidential campaign 
Unruh 
sulked. A Kennedy man all the 
way, he had been a leader of the rebels 
at the convention in Chicago. In spite 
of Unruh's belated and grudging endorse­ 
ment of the Humphrey-Muskie ticket, 
the Democrats lost the state by only 
200,000 votes. 
Alioto not only nominated Hubert Hum­ 
phrey but he went all out for the ticket. 
His claim to party loyalty cannot be chal­ 
lenged, More important, however, with 
the left-of-center 
wing of the party is 
the attack he is beginning to direct 
against Reagan. He charges that the gov­ 
ernor 
is running against the student 
rebels at Berkeley and on the other cam­ 
puses 
of the University of California 
complex is conducting an anti-lntellec- 
tual 
campaign 
threatening to destroy 
a great 
institution. Distinguished pro- 
fessors, 
fearing what Reagan's 
con­ 
trol of the Board of Regents will mean, 
are leaving the state. Alioto claims that 


on the question, “Do you favor the way 
the governor is handling the student 
problem?" 
Reagan 
has 
dropped 
13 
points. 
The mayor has also seized on the 
environmental 
issue — the pollution 
of air and water rapidly 
eroding the 
natural resource base of a once-majes- 
tic and beautiful state. He talks about the 
15 wealthy 
backers who can put up 
$10,000 
each to buy the $150,000 house 
in which Reagan lives in Sacramento. 
They are, the mayor charges, the heart 
of the oil-auto lobby blocking any real­ 
ly effective 
measures to combat pollu­ 
tion. And he hits at the oil sm ears on Cal­ 
ifornia 
beaches which he says are 


bound to grow worse with the way off­ 
shore leases are being handed out. 
A bruising Alioto-Unruh 
primary 
fight can leave the Democrats in even 
worse disarray than they are today. 
But the Republicans can also carve 
themselves up. Last year they nominat­ 
ed the incredible Max Rafferty, super­ 
intendent of public instruction, for the 
Senate, 
rejecting a moderate, former 
Sen. Thomas Kuchel. Rafferty was de­ 
feated in November by Alan Cranston. 
It only proves that in California politics 
anything can happen, and it usually does.

Statistician says end of war soon

STANFORD, 
Calif. 
(UPI)- 
The fighting in Vietnam prob* 
bly will end almost any month 
now—according to some statis* 
tical 
formulae of a former 
Stanford University researcher 
Dr. John Voevodsky, now a 
private consultant, reaches this 
conclusion from equations con­ 
cerning battle statistics from 
tour major U.S. conflicts, the 


Civil War, the two world wars 
and the Korean War. 
Voevodsky did a study for the 
Navy, submitted 
Marcy 
27, 
P68, predicting casualty 
and 
other figures on the basis of the 
equations. He says his predio 
tions 
have 
proved 
accurate 
within 1 or 2 per cent. 
“ I’m not a soothsaver,” he 
says. “I’m just saying what the 
statistical trends indicate.” 


Voevodsky’s charts suggest 
both sides of the Vietnam War 
now are at a point where they 
will either cease hostilities or 
commence a m ajor escalation. 
For the U.S., this might mean 
doubling its m ilitary forces in 
Vietnam 
to 
more 
than one 
million men. 
This decision Voevodsky says 
already should have been made, 
according to the charts, and 


probably will become known 
before the end of the Vietnam 
rainy season. 
Voevodosky plots the relation­ 
ships between battle casualties 
and deaths, troop strength and 
casualties, and troop strength 
and the time it takes for the 
u ar to end. 
The sh ap e of the curves in all 
the 
wars 
suggest 
peace is 
negotiated “ when death, casual­ 
ty and strength eponentially 
approach the horizontal,” he 
says. 
The timing of peace, he says, 
is best indicated by the point 
when battle casualties approach

or equal troop strength. 
That point has approximately 
been reached, if only 57 per 
cent of U. S. forces in Vietnam 
are considered to be combat 
troops. 
Voevodsky denies that such 
modern innovations as troop 
rotation make the curves based 
on earlier wars irrelevant. The 
Korean War’s curves follow the 
pattern. 


He believes the charts will 
make it possible in future wars 
for the public to be able to 
calculate just how many people 
will be killed and wounded in

every year the conflict con- 
tinues. 


Another of his conclusions is 
that the more men that are 
committed to battle, the more 
the casualties will be on both 
sides. 


The chart trends indicating 
the time for Vietnam peace is 
now would have to be set aside 
if the two warring sides decide 
upon a large-scale escalation. 


Then a whole new set of sta­ 
tistical relationships, and upper 
lower limits, would be created.

No Food 
Will Couse or Cure Arthritis 


FOOD FOR AMERICANS

Just under 17 million per­ 
sons suffer from arthritis in 
the United States. What part 
do foods, vitamins and corti­ 
sone play in the disease? 


“ Nutrition plays an impor­ 
tant role, but not in the way 
most people think. As far as 
is known today, no single 
food or combination of foods 
causes arthritis, nor can any 
food or combination of foods 
cure it,” explains William S. 
Clark, M.D., national presi­ 
dent of the Arthritis Founda­ 
tion. 


That 
medical 
statement 
will shock many sufferers, 
those, for example, who be­ 
lieve 
that 
e a t i n g 
meat 
causes an acid that triggers 
arthritis. Or that drinking 
special hard teas, or eating 
honey and vinegar, will cure 
them. 


“ These are the findings of 
long scientific r e s e a r c h . 
Not 
charlatanism,” 
Clark 
stresses. 


There are two broad cate­ 
gories of the d i s e a s e — 
rheumatoid arthritis and os­ 
teoarthritis. Rheumatoid ar- 


thritis is a chronic illness 
associated with inflamma­ 
tion of the joints, weakness 
and fatigue, loss of appetite 
and loss of weight. It has no 
age limit, often beginning 
when a person is very young. 


“ In the over-all treatment 
of r h e u m a t o i d arthritis, 
however, nutrition is impor­ 
tant,” he states. “ Many pa­ 
tients suffer from malnutri­ 
tion. Either because of lack 
of knowledge, lack of money, 
or pain, they neglect their 
diet. They forget or have no 
interest in the fact that their 
bodies must be sustained 
daily by nutritious food.” 


Many rheumatoid patients 
suffer 
anemia. 
But 
often 
simply feeding them 
iron 
does not cure it. 


“ That could be because 
anemia may be more related 
to poor nutrition than to a 
simple iron d e f i c i e n c y . ” 
Clark explains, adding:

They now get comprehensive 
care.

their arthritis continues. But 
they will have better under­ 
standing of how to treat it 
at home.” 


I hey are taught a new 
work timetable—periods ot 


work and rest, sit down, then 
work, then rest, then work 
again. They are taught to 
eat enough food. They are 
urged to do special exer­ 
cises, either alone, if pos­ 
sible, or under guidance of 
a physical therapist. In gen­ 
eral, this modern treatment 
involves the whole person, 
not just those parts afflicted 
with the disease. 


Osteoarthritis, on the other 
hand, is often called a wear- 
and-tear disease. It occurs 
with increasing frequency as 
people grow older. The dam­ 
age is confined to the joints 
and surrounding tissues, but 
there is little or no inflam­ 
mation. Limitation of nor­ 
mal motion sometimes does 
occur. 


"Overweight is a problem 
here. The more pounds of 
pressure on the joints, the 
greater the pain. That is 
why losing weight is impor­ 
tant.” Clark says.

High School, College Students 
Differ on Stage, Screen Nudity 


Spurred on by the opening 
of plays like “ Oh! Calcutta!” 
and “ Che!” and the explicit 
scenes in films such as “ The 
Killing of Sister George” and 
“ 1 Am Curious (Yellow),” 
nudity and obscenity on stage 
and screen are provocative 
subjects. 
Will young people accept 
these new forms of enter­ 
tainment or will they die a 
death of nonattendance? Gil­ 
bert Youth Research, in a 
recent National Probability 
Sample conducted across the 
United States among 3,000 
youths aged 14-25, found that

explained that he felt "leav­ 
ing out reality is a failure in 
honesty.” 


College s t ud e n t s , more 
than any other group sur­ 
veyed, stated they would at­ 
tend plays and movies that 
contained nude scenes. Of 
the in-college respondents. 
67 per cent said they would 
definitely go, while only 49 
per cent of the out-of-schoo! 
youths and 59 per cent of the 
high school students felt they 
would. “ It’s all right,” said 


a high schol freshman from 
Brooklyn, “ when it’s neces­ 
sary for plot development.” 
Attitudes differ across var­ 
ious national regions, with 
youths in the southern states 
expressing a more conserva­ 
tive a t t i t u d e (only 38 per 
cent find it acceptable under 
any circumstances) than the 
north-central and northeast­ 
ern areas (almost 50 per 
cent felt there are circum­ 
stances in which it is justifi­ 
able).

Those who felt nudity is 
justifiable were questioned 
further. Three out of 10 feel 


it is acceptable if the se­ 
quence “ p e r t a i n s to the 
story” and “ depicts real­ 
ism." A college junior from 
Tucson outlined justifiable 
circumstances as “ situations 
that depict an actual, exist­ 
ing dilemma." Males and 
females were equally divided 
on the question, with the 
southern respondents again 
feeling the least s t r o n g l y 
that this is an adequate rea­ 
son for permissiveness in 
entertainment (22.4 per cent 
as against 29 per cent north­ 
east, 38 per cent north-cen­ 
tral and 35 per cent in the 
west). Only one out of 10 
feel that 
“ artistic merit” 
alone justifies such scenes. 
The younger groups ques­ 
tioned feel the acceptance of 


nudity would not lead to a 
degeneration of values and 
growth of p o r n o g r a p h y . 
“ Trends are changing, youth 
is more liberal,” said a Yon­ 
kers high school junior. Of 
those under age 17, 50 per 
cent feel such scenes would 
be confined to the creation 
of dramatic effects; figures 
decreased proportionately as 
the respondents increased in 
age, with only 37 per cent 
of those over 22 feeling as 
idealistically inclined. 
Gilbert Youth Research, a 
pioneer in its field since 1945, 
undertakes the probing and 
analysis of questions of topi­ 
cal i m p o r t t h r o u g h a 
National Probability Sample 
based on i n t e r v i e w s of 
young people aged 14-25, con­ 
ducted by high school and 
college s t u d e n t s who are 
supervised by their profes­ 
sors.

cure for arthritis. 


"Rheumatoid arthritis is 
not a matter of vitamin de­ 
ficiency of any kind,” he re­ 
ports. “ but a poor diet may 
cause a lack of some vita­ 
mins. In that case, the doc­ 
tor. not a neighbor nor a 
door-to-door salesman, can 
recommend certain vitamin 
supplements, not to cure ar­ 
thritis but to supplement an 
inadequate food intake.” 


As to cortisone. Clark says 
it is rarely discussed now' by 
experts in the management 
of arthritis. The benefits to 
most patients are slight and 
temporary 
and 
too 
often 
they become dependent on 
it. 


“ But though I was one of 
the first to caution in un­ 
equivocal terms against its 
uncontrolled use, I would not 
want to do without it in cer­ 
tain situations,” he admits.
